WINNIPEG, June 8 — "With the

Victoria, B.C., has broadcasted a rumor that 
the CPR. is aiming to get control of the Pacific 
& Great astern railway and extend it to connect 
with the B.D. & B-C., thus giving a direct route 
from Peace River to Vancouver. That no doubt 
ds very cheering information, or mis-information, 
for the people et the coast and the tax-payers of 
British Columbia generally. Under the mis-guid- 
lance of a former government the people of that 
 saliperand undertook to construct a railway from 

ancouver to Prince George, with the intention 
that it should be ultimately extended to tap the 
Peace River country and draw a share of the 
trade of that fertile farming region to the Pacifie 
port. The enterprise is by no means completed, 
‘but it has swallowed up so many millions that the 
project has been abandoned and it now stands us 
the most spectacular blunder in railroad con- 
struction that has been made in Canada. It may 
be that the O.P.R. is willing to take the elephant 
off the hands of the (province, though as tho 
despatch says, without paying very much for it, 
and to spend the huge sum that would be neces- 
sary to connect it with the line it now operates 
from this city to Spirit River. Should that be 
done the farmers and business men of the Peace 
River country will be given a new outlet to the 
Pacific, somewhat shorter than the present one, 
though not enough shorter to revolutionize traf 
fio conditions, and Edmonton wholesalers will 
have to meet the competition of Vancouver rivals 
in what is now their exclusive territory. But it 
many be surmised that the idea is based.as muth 
upon hope as upon facts: The experience of Al 
‘berta in trying to sell the Blindman Valley rail. 
way to the C.P.R. warrants the view that thet 
icompany is not particularly anxious to relieve 
\the public of costly experiments in railway con- 
etruction. 


HARVESTING THE GRASS 


The recent rains here practically assured a 
trop both of wheat and coarse grains throughout 
the Canadian west. How large or how valuable 
the crop may be depends on future conditions, 
but the question of a crop is settled. While the 
assurance of a crop is very gratifying, and must 
have an important effect in bettering the finan- 
cial outlook, it is a fact that three months and 
perhaps more must elapse before the crop can 
be turned into actual cash: It is the good for. 
tnne of centra] and northern Alberta that its 
grass crop has been benefitted as much by the 
rains as has the grain crop. It fis during the 
months of waiting for the grain crop to come on 
the market that a large part of the grass crop 
is harvested in the form of butter. There are 
millions of capital invested in the herds of which 
milking cows are possibly the most important 
feature, and the annual value of the product is 
reskoned in millions as well. Dairying was as 
hard hit by the dry season of last year as was 
wheat growing. And again in the abundance of 
the pasture, the result of the rains, it is re-estal 
Ushing its position as the main stey of farming 
in this part of the west. 

There are five creameries in Edmonton: The 
Edmonton City Dairy, the Woodland, the Swift, 
Canailian, the P. Burns, and the United Cream. 
erietg, The dry weather of late April and early 
Ma reduced the supply of cream consider. 
ably below what was usual at that season. While 
the effect of the rains has not yet been fully ro- 
flected in milk production one creamery reports 
an increase of 50 per cent in cream receipts for 
the week ending June 6th, as compared with the 
previous week ending May 30th. A comparison 
between the corresponding two weeks of last 
year showed an increase of only 15 per cent in 
the first week of June. The actual receipts for 
Wednesday, June 6th, showed an increase of 72 
per cent over the previous Wednesday. All the 
creameries agree in expecting a very largely in- 
creased flow of milk following the rains: One 
authority places the expected increase flow at 
25 per cent over last year. ‘This increase applies 
to the northern part of the province, not to Ed.

A guod 
many centres which now have banks would lose 
them, and towns which have two or more would 
have one. Is that a condition that the Progres- 
sive party wants to bring about, or thinks wonld 
make it easier for the farmer to get his grain 
certificates cashed, to have his money safely 
kept and to get loans when he needs them? It 
surely is not the idea of the new party that the 
west go back to the inethod of primitive times 
and keep its money in a tin box under the bed? 

Would that make for progressiveness in any 
direction? And in particular would it’ enablo 
the farmer who needs a Joan to get it more easily 
and for less interest. Hardly. The worst that 
can be said about the banks is mild compared to 
what used to be truthfully said about the privata 
money-lender and his treatment of his victims, 
before the banks came everywhere into competi- 
tion with him. Farmers are no exception to the 
rule that the man who has money wants to get 
as much as he can for the use of it. With the 
banks gone, the farmer who needed a loan would 
have to get it from the neighbor who had money 
on hand, and would have to pay whatever rate 
of interest that foresighted individual thonght ho 
could collect. It is to be feared that not many 
farmers would get loans at seven per cent under 
those circumstances. If most borrowers did not 
have to pay twice the rate they would be getting 
off easier than thoir grandfathers did in the 
older provinces before our much-abused bankong 
system was created, and when loans had to be 
sought from thrifty individuals who had no com- 
petition in the money-lending business. \
